1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
23, 2009 has been entered. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant’s arguments, see REMARKS, filed March 23, 2009, with respect to 
claims 1, 3, 4, and 7-18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The U.S.C 
103 (a) rejection of claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 8, 11, 13 and 16 of the U.S.C. 102 (a) rejections of 
claims 9, 10, 12, 14, 15, 17 and 18 have been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3, 4, and 7-18 are allowed, and are renumbered claims 1-15, 
respectively.

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Consider claim 1 , the most relevant prior art of record, Woodring (US 
2003/0063730 A1 ) in view of Gillespie (US 2002/0137497 A1 ), and in further view of 
Barclay et al. (US 20030119522 A1), fail to specifically disclose that a Line Information 
Database receives location information from a Gateway Mobile Location Center, 
amalgamates the location information and name information associate with the caller, 
and provides this to the Mobile Switching Center. 

Woodring clearly shows and discloses a method comprising a mobile switching 
center (MSC 71 [fig. 4]) providing a caller number to a database that associates name 
information with the caller number (caller uses wireless telephone 13 and wireless 
connection 14 to call subscriber 20 via MSC 71 , wherein this call causing SSP to issue 
a query to SCP 33 ; the SCP includes the caller-id information (i.e., calling number, 
calling name, and the physical location of the caller) in the message sent to server 
[abstract, fig. 4, paragraphs 25, 26, 31]); the database receiving information for the 
caller from a Gateway Mobile Location Center, which comprises information about the 
location of a plurality of wireless devices that interact with a network (MSC is 
programmed to include the caller's geographic location information in a field of the initial 
address message (1AM) used to setup the call with SSP 31 [paragraphs 25, 26, 31]); 
replacing at least a portion of the name information with the location information to 
create amalgamated location information and name information; and providing the 
amalgamated location information and name information as a response to being 
provided the caller number (Server 40 may combine information received from the SCP 
and the user profile information received from user 10 with other information to enhance 
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the caller-id service. For example, the server may provide additional geographical 
information such as the postal zip code of the caller or the caller's county, state, or 
country. Such information may be compiled and stored in database 45 and cross- 
referenced with the calling number and calling name information as needed. The server 
may provide a sort option to display information according to the date/time of the calls, 
by calling party number, by calling name, by geographic location, by area code, or other 
criteria [fig. 4, paragraphs 25, 26, 31]). 

Gillespie clearly shows and discloses a Line Information Database (LIDB) that 
associates name information with the caller number (a system for providing name 
information of a calling telecommunications device to a wireless called 
telecommunications includes at least one line information database and a local cache, 
each containing entries associating a calling number with name information. A signal 
transfer point determines which line information database contains name information 
associated with the calling telecommunications device and obtains the associated name 
information from the determined line information database [paragraph 17]). 

Barclay et al. clearly show and disclose a mobile switching center providing a 
caller number (mobile switching center operates to interface communications between 
the wireless device and the public -switched telephone network [paragraph 13]); 
abbreviating the location information in the response (Location information may be 
provided as geodetic information, such as longitude and latitude, or utilizing non- 
geodetic or common nomenclature, such as street addresses/names, names of 
businesses, city/state names, and so forth [abstract, paragraph 15]). 
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Woodring, Gillespie and Barclay et al., however, lack the claimed limitation "the 
Line Information Database receiving location information for the caller from a Gateway 
Mobile Location Center which comprises information about the location of a plurality of 
wireless devices that interact with a network,” therefore this limitation, in conjunction 
with and in condition of the other limitations recited in claim 1, is novel and unobvious in 
view of the combination of Woodring, Gillespie and Barclay et al. 

Consider claim 9, the most relevant prior art of record, Emery et al. (5,727,057) 
in view of Gillespie (US 2002/01 37497 Al ), fail to specifically disclose that a Line 
Information Database receives location information for a caller from a Gateway Mobile 
Location Center, and amalgamated location information and name information received 
from the LIDB. 

Emery et al. clearly show and disclose logic that, when applied to the processor, 
results in extracting abbreviated location information (information can be delivered as 
the raw Location ID) from amalgamated name and location information received for a 
caller, and retrieving the detailed location information for a caller, corresponding to 
abbreviated location information (For Calling Line Identification Telephone Service, the 
ANI or CLI is used to query a database to retrieve the callers registered name. With the 
Location ID enhancement, the location of the caller is also queried and then transmitted 
to the called party. The Location ID can be displayed to a subscriber as part of the 
calling party identity information (extended format) [amalgamated name and location 
information]), wherein the amalgamated name and information comprises at least a 
portion of the abbreviated location information and at least a portion of the name 
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information (information can be delivered as the raw Location ID, and the subscriber 
can use on-premise equipment to decode it, or the Location ID can be translated to an 
address prior to transmission; Location ID may be sent as a number that is encoded 
within existing set of numbers transmitted by the mobile subscriber's device [abstract, 
col. 7 line 25- col. 8 line 22, line 62- col. 9 line 2]). 

Gillespie clearly shows and discloses wherein the Line Information Database 
associates name information with the caller number received (a system for providing 
name information of a calling telecommunications device to a wireless called 
telecommunications includes at least one line information database and a local cache, 
each containing entries associating a calling number with name information. A signal 
transfer point determines which line information database contains name information 
associated with the calling telecommunications device and obtains the associated name 
information from the determined line information database [paragraph 17]). 

Emery and Gillespie, however, lack the claimed limitations "extracting 
abbreviated location information from amalgamated name and location information 
received for a caller from a Line Information Database," and "wherein the Line 
Information Database... receives location information fro the caller from a Gateway 
Mobile Location Center,” therefore this limitation, in conjunction with and in condition of 
the other limitations recited in claim 9, is novel and unobvious in view of the combination 
of Emery and Gillespie. 

Consider claim 14, the most relevant prior art of record, Woodring (US 
2003/0063730 A1) in view of Gillespie (US 2002/0137497 A1), fail to specifically 
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disclose that a Line Information Database receives location information for a caller from 
a Gateway Mobile Location Center, amalgamates the location information and name 
information associate with the caller, and provides this to the Mobile Switching Center. 

Woodring clearly shows and discloses network element comprising: a processor; 
at least one port; a Gateway Mobile location Center, which comprises information about 
the location of a plurality of wireless devices that interact with a network (caller uses 
wireless telephone 13 and wireless connection 14 to call subscriber 20 via mobile 
switching center (MSC) 71 . The MSC is programmed to include the caller's geographic 
location information in a field of the initial address message (1AM) used to setup the call 
with SSP 31 [paragraphs 25, 26, 31]); and associating a caller number received via the 
at least one port with caller name information, obtaining location information for the 
caller via the at least one port, and providing an amalgamation of a portion of the name 
information and the location information to a mobile switching center via the at least one 
port in response to the at least one request from caller name information (call causing 
SSP to issue a query to SCP 33 . The SSP includes the location information in the 
query message for processing by the SCP. Such information could be based on the 
cell-site from which the caller is calling or if emergency 91 1 services are implemented, a 
more precise location could be provided. The SCP includes the caller-id information 
(i.e., calling number, calling name, and the physical location of the caller) in the 
message sent to server, and the server may provide a sort option to display information 
according to the date/time of the calls, by calling party number, by calling name, by 
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geographic location, by area code, or other criteria [abstract, fig. 4, paragraphs 25, 26, 
31]). 

Gillespie clearly shows and discloses wherein the Line Information Database 
associates name information with the caller number (a system for providing name 
information of a calling telecommunications device to a wireless called 
telecommunications includes at least one line information database and a local cache, 
each containing entries associating a calling number with name information. A signal 
transfer point determines which line information database contains name information 
associated with the calling telecommunications device and obtains the associated name 
information from the determined line information database [paragraph 17]). 

Woodring and Gillespie, however, lack the claimed limitations "logic on a Line 
Information Database results in providing an amalgamation of a portion of the name 
information and the location information to a mobile switching center," and "wherein the 
Line Information Database... receives location information fro the caller from a Gateway 
Mobile Location Center,” therefore this limitation, in conjunction with and in condition of 
the other limitations recited in claim 14, is novel and unobvious in view of the 
combination of Woodring and Gillespie.
